Hon. J. B. Jones of Newark, was 


listed to speak on "Some 
Trace of 


Welsh Character." 
He dealt with the 


fact that the Welsh Celt is a prehis- 
toric character; before the Christian 
era Julius Caesar found him as he is 
today. Why the Celtish dialects- 
Welsh, Irish, Gaelic (Scotch) differ so 
widely is impossible to tell. The an- 
cient priests entrusted nothing to writ- 
ing, so early literature had only toe 
tradition of oral speech. It is likely 
however, that the story of tbe 
lan- 


guage is that of "growth by evolution. 


The Cambrian, from earliest history, 


appears on the stage of life as a pa- 
triot, a lover o'f country, and a Chris- 
tian, influenced by a strong belief in 
the immortality of the soul. He is as 
generous as he is brave—full of emo- 
tions —strong in impulses—sensitive 
almost to a thought: irascible, keen in 
intellect and logical in his conclusions. 
To some he seems obstinate, but. this 
s only because he so tenaciously ad- 
heres to what in his mind is right— 
he is simply 
intelligently 
conscien- 


tious.

The 'next number on the program 


was a poem, written in Welsh by The- 
ophilus Reese, and read in that lan- 
guage by Griffith D. Jones. Although 
unintelligible to most of the audience, 
the reading' seemed 
to afford much 


pleasure to the older Welsh 
people 


amoag them. 
"Welsh Americans" was the theme of 
J. M. Lewis, 15sq., of Columbus. Mr. 
Lewis announced, in beginning, that 
his-original intention, to treat of Welsh 
contributions to world history, he had 
been forced to abandon, because the 
wealth of material found was too cum- 
bersome for liis 
brief 
allotment of 


time; therefore the subject was nar- 
rowed to the names of those 
great 


Americans who claimed whole or par- 
tial Welsh ancestry. 


Among the ignorant and uncultured, 


he said, there is a common prejudice 
against foreigners: 
even 
Americans 


are not wholly free from this fault, and 
at times the Welshman has received j 
scant courtesy 
and justice at their 


hands. The policy of Great Britain for 
six hundred years has been to stamp 
out the Welsh language and individu- 
ality. How well f,hey have succeeded, 


secretary of finance— ho was born in 
Wales. 


The fighting qualities of the Welsh 


are apparent In thatjihey furnished t<j 
the Revolution fourteen generals and 
numerous 
lesser 
,o fleers—Anthony 


Wayne among the Dumber. 


Seventeen signers £>1 the Declaration 


of Independence acknowledged Welsh 
ancestry, and eight presidents of the 
United States—Adams, father and son 
Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, 
the two 


Harrisons, and James A . Garficld 
Captain Jones of the Mayflower, and 
four of the Pilgrim Fathers, belong in 
the list. 


Thomas Lloyd, fir-,t governor of 


Pennsylvania; John .Marshall our great 
jurist; Noah Webster, author of the 
dictionary; William Dean Howells, in 
the realm of literature, and J. Pierpont 
Morgan, in the world of finance, are 
only a few examples from the long list 
which might be given. 


The Cambrian club, of Columbus, 


booked for the evening program, were 
present and at this point rendered one 
of their favorite selections, "The Gold- 
en Harp." Being vigorously encored, 
they responded with "The Old Folks at 
Home." 


"The True Welsh American" was 


discussed by J. R. 'Davies, of Newark, 
who'qualified himself for the position 
by offering indisputable proof of 
his 


right to the title. He spoke entertain- 
ingly and impressively. Little Judah, 
little Greece, and little Wales, he said, 
were three prominent factors in the 
word's history, 
and urged that all 


Welsh within hearing of his voice live 
up to their opportunities keeping true 
to their Bible, their Sabbath, and their 
meeting house, and striving to make 
of themselves the truest Welsh-Amer- 
icans. 


Professor Williams announced his 


claim on Wales through his grandpar- 
ents, and proceeded to win his hearers 
in the whimsical humorous fashion 
that is his own, and can be imitated 
by no one else. He defined the Welsh 
under four general 
characteristics; 


they a-e imaginative, he said, full of 
feeling, thrifty and inclined to clau- 
nishness. 


Most important to remember in con- 


nection with chem—-"When you hear 
any good thing about the Welsh, be- 
lieve it." 


Judge Howell, of Columbus, was in 


the audience and was called 
to the 


platform. 
Judge 
Howell, 
of pure- 


booJed Welsh, is especially near to his 
people because of his father, who spent 
many years of his life in. writing a his- 
tory of the Welsh people. Judge How- 
ell proved a delightful speaker—the 
gist of his remarks being expressions 
of his pleasure at learning, during the 
afternoon, that the W<Jlsh people were 
the best, and practically the only ones, 
on the earth. 


He made one pertinent suggestion, 


which might well be considered by the 
Welsh people of Licking county: that 
instead of v/aiting a hundred years for 
another 
such glorious 
anniversary, 


steps should be taken to perpetuate 
this festival meeting together of their 
people as an annual custom. 


On Sunday there will be services at 


the Welsh church, at which the Centen- 
nial choir will sing.

TWO NEW YORK FIBMS SEND COM- 


PLAINT TO TBE PBESIDENT 


They Protest Against the Award of 


tbe Commission.and Intimate 


Collusion-Bids Withdrawn,

New York, Sept. 9.— J. B. Markel of 


Omaha, Neb., has been awarded a con- 
cession for feeding and housing the 
greater part of the Panama canai em- 
ployes. This announcement was made 
by Chairman Shonts of the 
Pan- 


ama canal 
commission. 
Following 


a month's visit to Panama,' Mr. Markel 
has 
worked 
out a comprehensive 


scheme, which includes the early es- 
tablishment of 10 hotels along the 
canal and railroad, each of them to 
accommodate from 150 to 250 lodgers 
and twice as many diners. These ho- 
tels, it is declared, will compare favor- 
ably with the better class of commer- 
cial hotels in this country, and will lie 
used chiefly by the higher salaried 
employes. The average rate for board 
and lodging will be about $:JC a month. 
For the laborers employed on the 
canal or in any way identified with 
that project, the concessionaire will at 
first establish 20 commissary camps 
and later 100 additional ones. Labor- 
ers will have the privilege of buying 
theirfood cooked or uncooked at these 
camps and will be furnished with the 
necessary table appointments. The 
average rate to laborers for cooked 
food will be about $1 I a month. 


H. Balfc & Company and Hudgins 


& Dumas, both firms of this city, who 
were the only other bidders for the 
Panama concession, sent telegrams 
and letters to President Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bay protesting against 
the 


award of tbe contract to J. E. Markel. 
At the same time 'he two firms ad- 
dressed letters to Chairman Shonts 
withdrawing thc-ir bids, in the belief 
that this action might invalidate an 
award to Mr. Markel by leaving only 
one bidder in the field.

1200 ARE INJURED 


IN THEEARTRQDAKE 


(Bulletin.) 


Rome, Sept. 9.—The latest unofficial 


estimates of the 
casualties in 
the 


earthquake yesterday reported to the 
minister of the interior place the num- 
ber of killed at 500 and injured at 
1200. 
Troops are on the scene assist- 


ing in the work of salvage and to 
restore order. Through the entire 
district there is no semblance of or- 
der and there has been much lawless 
ness and pillaging. 


Rome. Sept. 9.—All Italy is suffering 


from terrible depression because of 
havoc wrought by the earthquake in 
the south. Although the earthquake 
was felt all over Calabria, and to a 
certain extent in Sicily, tbe worst 
news comes from Pizzo and Monte 
Leone and from 18 villages which are 
said 
to 
have been completely de- 


stroyed. According to the latest news 
received :',!<> persons have been killed 
and a grea' number injured.

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INSURANCE MOGULS TESTIFY 


SALARIES OF CD'S, OFFICERS ARE 


INQUIRED INTO 


Ttios. W, tawson, Frenzied Finance 


Author, is Wanted as a Witness- 


Affairs are Being Probed, 


New York, Sept. 9.—Affairs of the 


New York Life Insurance company 
were aired and a rigid examination of 
several of its officers was made at the 
session of the legislative insurance 
commission. Beginning with the sal- 
aries paid to the officers, the line of 
inquiry extended through all the de- 
tails of the company's participation in 
various underwriting syndicates for 
railroad securities, the New York 
Life's connection with trust compa- 
nie=. and finally developed the fact 
that it was not an unusual thing for 
clerks or messengers in the employ of 
the company, with salaries as low as 
?500 a year, to sign notes for millions 
of dollars to be used by the company 
in reHe-ving its books of undesirable 
.securities 
A feature of the session 


was the .statement that Thomas W. 
Lawt,on of Boston might be called as a 
witness. The committee's chairman. 
State Senator Armstrong, said if the 
information Mr. Lawsoa is supposed 
to hold could not be secured from 
other sources the Boston financier 
would bo asked to testify. Not being 


resident of the state, Mr. Lawson 


can not be compelled to give testi-. 
mony. 


Edmund Randolph, treasurer jot the 


Vew York Life, testified that the sal- 
ary of President John A. McCall of 
hat company was increased from $40,- 
000 in 1892 to $50,000, in 1893, $75;000 
n 18% and 5100,000 in 1901. The sal- 
ary of George W, Perkins, vice presi- 
dent of that company, Mr. Randolph 
estified, was increased from $20,000 
n 1893 to $25.000 in 1897, $30,000 in 
1900. 
$75.000 in 1901, and then reduced 


o ?25,000 in 1902. The reduction in 
alary was due to Perkins going into 
partnership with 3. P. Morgan. Ran- 
lolph's statement of salaries of other 
officials showed a steady increase. 


Officers of the New York Life com- 


pany testifed that on one occasion it 
Became necessary for the company to 
ell certain securities in order to sat- 
sfy the Prussian government. Two 
lerks signed notes for $2,330,000, and 
n the bocks the securities appeared 
as sold to these parties, although they 
eally had been turned over to the 


w York Trust company as security 


or the loan made. It was declared 
hat since 1899 the New York Life In- 
urance company had not been con- 
lected with trust companies, but later 
t was admitted that the slock of the 
<cv>- York Trust company is now held 
or the New York Life by a committee 
if Trustees.

of gospel and potato peelers attracted 
considerable attention. 


J. W. Harrison is the man's name. 


He was born in Liverpool, England, 
in 1S35. He is therefore 70 years old, 
but seems as yotrng and vigorous as 
most men of 55. The outdoor 
life 


agrees with him and he feels that he 
is doing some good as he gees along-. 
Mr. :Harrison became a disciple of 
Christ in Melbourne. 
Australia, in 


1864. He returned to 
Liverpool 
in 


I860, where he built /tip the largest 
crockery trade in that city. While in 
Liverpool ho entertained Governor R. 
M Bishop and many other prominent; 
men of this state at his home. He is 
of the disciple faith, and while in Eng- 
land look a leading part in Church 
of Christ work. He has preached the 
gospel for forty years. He came to 
the United States in 1884. Owing te 
too close confinement his health broke 
down, and in 1903 he was advised by 
his physician to live in the open air 
if possible, in order that he might 
be restored to health. He finally hit 
upon the idea cf travelling in a wagon. 
Accordingly he built a gospel wagon 
and made the trial trip from New 
York city to Atlanta, Ga., returning 
via Tennessee, Kentucky^ Ohio Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey. He arrived 
home on October 12, 1904, fully re- 
stored to health. He enjoyed his first 
trip so much that he could not re- 
sist the temptation, of making a sec- 
ond one, but decided to5 go to San 
Francisco this 
time. He left New 


York on the 24th of last April. He 
preaches the gospel at every stopping 
place, but takes up no collections. His 
expenses are made by his own efforts, 
assisted by hig wife, in making and 
selling potato peelers, as did Paul, who 
made tents. He has letters 
from 


many men high in church affairs and 
many complimentary 
press 
notices. 


The wagon which they occupy while 
travelling is fitted up to carry 
all

Harrison.

Important Conferences With Democratic Leaders at State 


Headquarters-Pattison's Speech at Newark Will be

attended the Ohio State fair at Colum- 
bus last Wednesday 
availed 
them- 


selves of the opportunity to greet both 
the present and the next governor of 
Ohio—the former in the person of Gov- 
ernor Herrick and the latter, John M. 
Pattison, of Cincinnati, the head of 
the Democratic gubernatorial ticket. 
The two candidates appeared to fra- 
ternize with one another as if there

political 
rivalry. They 


seemed to enjoy themselves, from the 
pumpkins to the airsliip. 


Mr. Pattison, however, did not con- 


fine himself to matters of agricultural 
interest while in town. Indeed it is 
likely that he came here more osten- 
sibly than primarily to visit the fair. 
During his stay he held important con- 
ferences with Chairman Garber .and 
Secretary Finley of the Democratic 
state executive committee, and also 
consulted with a committee from New- 
ark in reference to the plans for the 
campaign opening which will take 
place in that city two weeks from to- 
day. 


Mr. Pattison heard very favorable 


reports of political progress from his 
campaign managers.

view. He was informed that the coun- 
ty organizations had been perfected, 
under the system placed in effect this 
year, in practically all the counties 
and that the managers at state head- 
quarters were being favored with the 
co-operation of local committees every- 
where.

sons were already iu America. They 
were among those anxious to carve 
out a name for-themselves in the west- 
ern forests; and a land-speculator was 
immediately at hand, to propose a 
sale of Ohio lands which he repres- 
ented as being highly desiraljle. The 
cautious Welshmen were not too eag- 
er, but sent spies to view the prom- 
ised land—Chaplain 
Jones, 
Morgan 


Reese and Simon James. This return- 
ing with favorable report, the land 
was purchased, and pieparation made 
for removal there. In 1802 the first 
settlers, the Reese, Jameses, Lewibes 
and Thomases, arrived with Jimmy 
Johnson, who had 
joined 
them in 


Marietta. These were the Welsh Hills' 
pioneers, 
but 
Thettphilus 
Reese, 


wealthy, cultured and scholarly, was 
pre-eminently their 
patriarch. 
He 


sleeps to-day in the 
Welsh 
Hills' 


•grave yard. 


Thomas Philipps did not take up 


permanent residence on the farm un- 
til IS^O. Evans, James, Cramer, Price, 
Powell and Owens were names soon 
added to the list; later came Reil}-, 
Morris and White. Many others ar- 
rived within a few years 


The character of the Welsh colon- 


ists is of that type fitted to form a 
good foundation for a nation's pros- 
perity. The Welsh of Licking county 
are mostly farmers, honest, upright, 
intelligent and religious. They soon 
had their own church, scfcool hpuse 
and grave yard, showing a tendency 
to cling together, cleaving to their own 
customs and language, 
but though 


church and school still remains as 
potvers for good in the community, 
the descendants of the pioneers have 
become thoroughly Americanized. 


Many relics remain from the early 


years of their life here.The mansion 
of the neighborhood was the fine two 
story log cabin of Mr. Reese, of which 
excellent photographs remain, thong* 
the old cabin is fallen to decay. Some 
of the most valuable articles exhib- 
ited this, week at the historical col- 
lection room, and in the woman's de- 
partment of the Arts and Crafts are 
loaned from the thrifty Welsh farm 
houses which have replaced the log 
cabins of the earlier days.
